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Foreword 


The  expansion  of  government  at  all  levels— international,  national,  pro¬ 
vincial  or  state,  and  local— has  resulted  in  increasing  government  influ¬ 
ence  on  the  life  of  each  citizen.  Concomitant  with  this  development  is  the 
proliferation  of  published  directives,  regulations,  reports,  technical 
studies,  and  other  informational  issuances  in  such  volume  that  no  one 
engaged  in  a  business  or  profession,  no  financial  tycoon,  educator,  re¬ 
searcher,  farmer,  housewife,  welfare  recipient,  or  unemployed  person  can 
function  without  some  reference  to  government  publications.  Yet,  in  few 
areas  of  recorded  human  knowledge  have  control  and  bibliographic  aids 
been  so  little  systematized. 

Librarians  and  others,  both  inside  and  outside  government,  who  are 
the  middlemen  between  the  user  and  the  producer  have  long  recognized 
the  problem  and  have  made  monumental  efforts  to  provide  guides  to  the 
materials.  Such  works  as  they  have  produced,  however,  are  also  in  need  of 
bibliographic  control.  The  Library  of  Congress  has  been  among  the  insti¬ 
tutions  that  have  attempted  to  do  something  about  the  situation,  and  one 
of  its  efforts,  James  B.  Childs’  Government  Document  Bibliography  in  the 
United  States  and  Elsewhere,  first  published  in  1927  when  the  problem 
was  simpler,  has  become  a  classic  in  the  library  world. 

The  present  work,  designed  to  provide  the  prospective  user  as  well  as 
the  trained  researcher  and  librarian  with  a  guide  to  the  maze,  is  a  direct 
descendant  of  the  Childs  essay.  The  extent  to  which  the  mass  of  published 
material  has  grown  is  underscored  by  the  contrasting  physical  size  of  the 
two  publications;  Childs’  was  a  78-page  pamphlet  containing  approx¬ 
imately  400  entries  whereas  this  book  of  over  400  pages  cites  more  than 
3,000  titles. 

It  is  our  hope  that  many  bewildered  seekers  after  knowledge  will  find 
this  a  useful  bibliographic  tool.

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Preface 


Bibliographic  control  of  official  publications  in  the  beginning  of  this 
century  was  far  from  satisfactory.  There  seemed  to  be  a  lack  of  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  importance  of  bibliographic  tools  for  research  in  government 
publications.  The  United  States  was  for  a  long  time  a  pioneer  in  this 
field.  The  Printing  Act  of  January  12,  1895  (28  Stat.  601-624),  not  only 
established  centralized  printing  and  distribution  of  federal  documents 
but  also  instructed  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  to  provide  appro¬ 
priate  tools  for  the  bibliographic  control  of  the  documents  published. 
Even  before  the  enactment  of  the  Printing  Act,  Benjamin  Perley  Poore 
compiled  by  order  of  Congress  A  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Publications  of  the  United  States,  covering  the  period  September 
5,  1774,  to  March  4,  1881  (Washington,  Govt.  Print.  Off.,  1885.  1392  p.), 
and  John  H.  Hickox  published  his  unofficial  United  States  Government 
Publications;  a  Monthly  Catalogue,  from  1885  to  1894  (Washington, 
1885-96). 

Abroad,  the  bibliographic  activities  in  the  field  of  government  pub¬ 
lications  had  a  much  slower  start,  with  a  few  exceptions.  Great  Britain 
is  one  of  the  outstanding  exceptions.  Catalogs  of  parliamentary  papers 
were  printed  as  early  as  1807  and  1836.  Other  countries,  such  as  Italy, 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  Sweden,  Japan,  and  Australia,  began  pub¬ 
lication  of  separate  government  document  bibliographies  mainly  in  the 
1920’s  and  1930’s.  Official  publications  were  often  included  in  existing 
national  bibliographies. 

The  impact  of  the  Second  World  War  and  the  increased  interest  in  the 
authoritative  information  on  all  aspects  of  life  contained  in  official  docu¬ 
ments  brought  an  extraordinary  impetus  to  governmental  publication 
activities  everywhere.  James  B.  Childs  wrote  in  1942,  “More  and  more 
the  importance  of  government  documentation  is  being  recognized,  despite 
the  refractory  nature  of  much  of  the  material”  ( Government  Document 
Bibliography  in  the  United  States  and  Elsewhere,  3d  ed.  Washington, 
Govt.  Print.  Off.,  1942,  Introduction).  At  the  same  time,  the  constantly 
increasing  number  of  national  governments  and  the  proliferation  of 
official  and  semiofficial  agencies,  bureaus,  commissions,  and  services,  as 
well  as  a  substantially  increasing  number  of  international  governmental 
organizations,  contributed  much  to  a  government  publication  explosion. 
It  became  obvious  that,  without  systematic  bibliographical  controls,  the 
situation  would  get  out  of  hand;  valuable  reports  or  documents  would 
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“disappear  in  the  wings  of  oblivion,”  1  and  the  increasing  quantity  of 
official  publications  would  make  the  task  of  bibliographers  and  compilers 
of  catalogs  or  lists  of  official  documents  more  and  more  difficult.  The 
problem  was  well  defined  in  the  introductory  notes  to  a  recent  list  of 
New  York  state  official  publications: 

With  an  ever  increasing  number  of  official  documents  being  issued  by  the  units  of  New 
York  State  Government,  the  task  of  assuring  their  bibliographic  control  becomes,  from 
year  to  year,  more  difficult.  The  quantity  of  ephemera  and  the  proliferation  of  quasi¬ 
official  agencies  and  their  publications,  adds  to  the  complexity  of  the  task.  Finally,  the 
many  production  forms,  from  letterpress  through  multilith  to  photocopy,  that  a  pub¬ 
lication  may  take,  can  cause  the  less  persistent  bibliographer  to  throw  up  his  hands  in 
despair.2 

If  we  multiply  this  situation  in  the  state  of  New  York  by  the  number  of 
states,  countries,  international  governmental  organizations,  and  their 
component  elements,  and  take  into  account  the  changes  occurring  at 
frequent  intervals,  the  complexity  of  bibliographic  control  emerges  in 
its  true  proportions. 

This  guide  outlines  bibliographic  aids  in  the  field  of  official  publica¬ 
tions  issued  by  the  United  States,  foreign  countries,  and  international 
governmental  organizations.  It  is  intended  to  be  a  practical  guide  direct¬ 
ing  the  researcher,  the  student,  and,  last  but  not  least,  the  reference 
librarian  to  bibliographic  tools  which  may  help  him  to  identify  or  locate 
the  materials  needed.  Generally,  current  tools,  wherever  available,  are 
cited  first.  Retrospective  and  secondary  sources,  as  well  as  certain  spe¬ 
cialized  bibliographies  which  list  or  include  official  publications,  are 
also  cited.  Throughout  the  guide,  the  Library  of  Congress  catalog  entries 
and  call  numbers  are  provided. 

Entries  marked  DLC  (i.e.,  Library  of  Congress)  either  have  not  been 
cataloged  at  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  Guide  or  are  kept  in  the 
Library  on  a  “current  issues  only”  basis.  Entries  marked  DLC  LL  are  in 
the  custody  of  the  Law  Library.  Those  without  any  indication  of  clas¬ 
sification  or  location  could  not  be  identified  in  the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  material  is  arranged  by  geographic  areas,  with  U.S.  federal,  state, 
and  local  government  publications  listed  separately.  Foreign  countries 
are  grouped  in  five  geographic  areas:  Western  Hemisphere  (including 
Canada,  the  Caribbean  area,  and  Central  and  South  America),  Europe, 
Africa,  Near  East,  and  Asia  and  the  Pacific  area.  International  govern¬ 
mental  organizations  are  the  subject  of  a  separate  section. 

A  short  history  of  each  U.S.  government  agency  is  included,  indicating 
also  principal  changes  in  name.  Similar  brief  notes  are  included  for  U.S. 
states.  Information  on  a  foreign  country  includes  a  brief  note  on  its 
more  recent  history,  or  at  least  the  date  of  independence.  For  interna-

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tional  governmental  organizations  the  date  of  establishment  and  the 
abbreviation  of  the  English  name  is  given. 

The  terms  government  publications,”  official  publications,”  “govern¬ 
ment  documents,  official  documents,”  “public  documents,”  etc.,  are  used 
in  the  guide  in  these  varied  forms.  For  a  detailed  explanation  of  the 
term,  see  Government  Publications  (Documents)”  in  the  Encyclopedia 
of  Library  and  Information  Science  (New  York,  M.  Dekker  1968+  ) 
v.  10,  p.  38. 

The  bibliographic  material  itself  is  not  limited  to  government  pub¬ 
lication  bibliographies  alone,  since  relatively  little  of  such  material  exists 
foi  many  of  the  countries  and  areas.  References  have  therefore  been  made 
to  catalogs,  checklists,  pricelists,  indexes,  accessions  lists,  selected  general 
bibliographies  containing  substantial  information  on  government  pub¬ 
lications,  and  other  indirect  aids.  Many  of  these  tools  are  far  from 
ideal  sources  of  bibliographic  information;  their  use  requires  time  and 
patience,  and  they  are  not  always  readily  available,  but  often  these  are 
the  only  means  to  identify  a  document  or  a  report  from  years  ago.  Anno¬ 
tations  of  the  bibliographical  entries,  kept  as  brief  as  possible,  outline 
the  scope  and  the  period  covered,  if  this  is  not  evident  from  the  entry 
itself.  Quotations  from  the  introduction  or  other  prefatory  notes  are 
used  in  some  annotations.  Translation  of  foreign-language  titles,  if  not 
included  in  the  entry  proper,  is  generally  given  in  the  annotation. 

It  also  should  be  noted  that  general  bibliographies  which  include 
listings  of  publications  relating  to  a  number  of  government  agencies, 
countries  or  other  territorial  jurisdictions,  or  international  organizations 
are  included  here  only  under  an  appropriate  general  heading.  The  cita¬ 
tion  is  not  repeated  under  the  individual  agencies,  countries,  etc.,  unless 
a  substantial  part  of  such  a  bibliographic  tool  is  devoted  to  a  specific  area. 

The  index  to  the  guide  includes  selected  personal  and  corporate 
authors,  titles  of  works,  names  of  geographical  areas,  countries,  provinces, 
states,  etc.,  and  names  of  international  governmental  organizations 

Most  of  the  bibliographic  material  included  in  the  guide  is  found  in 
the  collections  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  In  some  instances  (e.g.,  U.S. 
states),  however,  inquiries  were  sent  to  area  libraries  soliciting  help  in 
identifying  additional  bibliographic  aids.  Extensive  use  was  made  of 
the  retrospective  material  contained  in  James  B.  Childs’  Government 
Document  Bibliography  in  the  United  States  and  Elsewhere,  which 
in  fact  served  as  the  basis  for  the  present  guide.  Special  gratitude  is 
expressed  here  to  Mr.  Childs,  honorary  consultant  in  government  docu¬ 
ment  bibliography  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  whose  assistance  and 
advice  in  the  compilation  of  the  guide  were  invaluable.  To  many  staff 
members  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  mainly  in  the  Serial  Division,  the 
Orientalia  Division,  and  the  African  Section  of  the  General  Reference 
and  Bibliography  Division,  goes  sincere  appreciation  for  their  help. 
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There  is  no  doubt  that  many  important  bibliographic  tools  were  over¬ 
looked,  particularly  in  the  field  of  foreign  official  publications.  Also, 
some  recent  works  may  have  been  omitted.  Generally  December  31, 
1971,  was  the  closing  date  for  inclusion  in  the  guide,  but  a  number  of 
works  published  later  came  to  our  attention  and  have  been  included. 
The  compilation  of  a  guide  of  this  nature  and  scope  necessarily  entails 
errors  and  omissions.  The  wide  range  of  entries  in  foreign  languages 
contributed  much  to  the  complexity  of  problems  encountered  during  the 
compilation.  Any  corrections  and  suggestions  of  additional  sources  of 
information  will  therefore  be  most  welcome.

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James  B.  Childs’  Government  Document  Bibliography  in  the  United 
States  and  Elsewhere,  3d  ed.  (Washington,  Govt.  Print.  Off.,  1942.  xviii, 
78  p.  Z7164.G7C5)  may  be  considered  a  pioneer  work  in  the  broad  field 
of  guides  to  bibliographies  of  official  publications.  It  was  first  published 
in  1927  under  the  title  An  Account  of  Government  Document  Bibliog¬ 
raphy  in  the  United  States  and  Elsewhere.  The  introduction  to  the  third 
edition  gives  an  overall  picture  of  bibliographic  activities  concerning 
government  publications  in  the  pre-World  War  II  period.  In  the  main 
body  of  the  publication,  divided  into  five  sections  (United  States,  Con¬ 
federate  States  of  America,  states,  foreign  countries,  and  League  of 
Nations),  there  are  approximately  400  entries  for  bibliographies,  catalogs, 
lists,  etc.,  of  official  publications. 

There  are  two  other  retrospective  manuals  dealing  exclusively  with 
government  publications.  Everett  Somerville  Brown’s  Manual  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  Publications,  United  States  and  Foreign  (New  York,  Appleton- 
Century-Crofts,  1950.  121  p.  Z7164.G7B85)  is  a  description  of  basic  biblio¬ 
graphic  tools,  concerning  mainly  publications  of  U.S.  federal  and  state 
governments,  Great  Britain,  Austria,  France,  Germany,  Ireland,  Italy, 
Soviet  Russia,  Latin  America,  Near  and  Far  East,  and  three  international 
organizations  (the  League  of  Nations,  the  Permanent  Court  of  Inter¬ 
national  Justice  and  its  successor,  the  International  Court  of  Justice,  and 
the  United  Nations). 

unesco’s  Etude  des  bibliographies  courantes  des  publications  officielles 
nationales;  A  Study  of  Current  Bibliographies  of  National  Official  Publica¬ 
tions,  compiled  by  the  International  Committee  for  Social  Sciences  Docu¬ 
mentation  and  edited  by  Jean  Meyriat  (Paris,  1958.  260  p.  Z7164.G7I5), 
is  a  bilingual  manual  which  resulted  from  a  survey,  conducted  in  1954-55, 
of  bibliographical  services  in  various  countries.  In  the  summary  guide 
and  the  inventory  by  countries,  the  manual  gives  first  a  comprehensive 
picture  of  various  types  of  government  publications  and  their  biblio¬ 
graphic  control  in  general  and  then  describes  printing  and  distribution, 
lists,  catalogs  and  bibliographies,  and  principal  official  publications  in 
individual  countries.  Countries  are  arranged  by  geographic  areas,  in 
French  alphabetical  order:  Afrique,  Amerique  du  Nord,  Amerique  du 
Sud,  Asie  et  Pacifique-Sud,  Europe,  Moyen-Orient,  and  Union  des  repu- 
bliques  sovietiques  socialistes. 
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An  overall  picture  of  post-World  War  II  developments  in  the  biblio¬ 
graphic  control  of  official  publications  in  some  50  countries  is  presented 
in  the  article  “Government  Publications,’’  by  James  B.  Childs  in  Library 
Trends  (v.  15,  Jan.  1967:  378-397).  Another  article  by  the  same  author 
entitled  “Current  Bibliographies  of  National  Official  Publications,”  in 
the  Herald  of  Library  Science  (Varanasi,  India;  v.  5,  Jan.  1966:  19-27), 
also  deals  with  various  problems  concerning  the  official  publications  of 
national  governments. 

The  most  recent  contribution  of  James  B.  Childs  to  the  bibliographic 
control  of  government  documents  in  general  is  the  section  “Government 
Publications  (Documents)”  appearing  in  the  10th  volume  of  the  Ency¬ 
clopedia  of  Library  and  Information  Science  (New  York,  M.  Dekker, 
1968+  Z1006.E57).  It  is  a  survey  of  the  history,  printing,  and  biblio¬ 
graphic  control  of  official  publications  in  some  70  countries.

FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT 


Laurence  F.  Schmeckebier  has  pointed  out  that: 

In  number  and  variety  the  publications  of  the  government  of  the  United  States 
probably  exceed  those  of  any  other  government  or  of  any  commercial  publisher.  In 
size  they  range  from  pamphlets  to  ponderous  volumes,  and  in  content  they  vary  from 
articles  with  a  popular  appeal  to  technical  treatises  of  value  mostly  to  the  trained 
scientist.  Taken  as  a  whole,  they  constitute  a  great  library  covering  almost  every  field 
of  human  knowledge  and  endeavor.1 


In  quantity  and  quality,  the  bibliographical  literature  on  U.S.  federal 
publications  is  extensive.  No  attempt  will  be  made  here  to  describe 
these  bibliographic  tools  in  great  detail;  but  the  reader  will  be  referred 
to  sources  which  do.  Emphasis  hei'e  will  be  placed  on  projecting  a  pub¬ 
lication’s  usefulness  to  the  researcher  in  terms  of  period  and  subject 
coverage.  Significant  works  are  presented  in  this  chapter  under  the 
following  major  categories:  guides  and  general  bibliographies,  Congress, 
federal  agencies,  and  specialized  bibliographies. 


GUIDES  AND  GENERAL  BIBLIOGRAPHIES 

The  basic  guide  to  U.S.  government  publications  is  still  Laurence  F. 
Schmeckebier’s  Government  Publications  and  Their  Use,  revised  and 
updated  by  Roy  B.  Eastin,  2d  rev.  ed.  (Washington,  Brookings  Ins¬ 
titution,  1969.  502  p.  Z1223.Z7S3  1969).  Although  a  guide  for  rather 
advanced  students,  it  will  provide  a  quick  reference  answer  for  even  the 
casual  researcher.  Its  scope  is  defined  in  the  foreword: 

The  purpose  of  this  volume  is  to  describe  the  basic  guides  to  government  publications, 
to  indicate  the  uses  and  limitations  of  available  indexes,  catalogs  and  bibliographies, 
to  explain  the  systems  of  numbering  and  methods  of  titling,  to  call  attention  to  certain 
outstanding  compilations  or  series  of  publications,  and  to  indicate  how  the  publica¬ 
tions  may  be  obtained.  It  is  thus  a  guide  to  the  acquisition  and  use  of  government 
publications  and  not — even  though  it  cites  many  publications  by  title — a  catalog,  a 
bibliography,  or  a  checklist.

Another  comprehensive  guide,  although  outdated  to  a  certain  extent, 
is  Anne  Morris  Boyd  and  Ray  Elizabeth  Rips’  United,  States  Government 
Publications,  3d  ed.,  reprinted  with  corrections  (New  York,  Wilson  Co., 
1949  [i.e.,  1952]  xx,  627  p.  Z1223.Z7B7  1952).  According  to  the  preface: 
“Although  still  primarily  a  textbook  for  library  school  students,  the  prac¬ 
ticing  librarian  confronted  with  the  necessity  of  providing  and  using  a 
collection  of  United  States  government  publications  has  been  given 
increased  consideration.”  Publications  of  executive  agencies  existing  at 
the  time  (1948)  and  publications  of  certain  agencies  no  longer  in  exist¬ 
ence,  including  many  World  War  II  agencies,  are  treated  extensively. 
It  also  outlines  the  history,  organization,  and  duties  of  agencies. 

U.S.  federal  publications  are  extensively  treated  also  in  three  biblio¬

States  Government  Publications,  issued  by  the  U.S.  Superintendent  of 
Documents  (Z1223.A18).  The  title  of  the  Monthly  Catalog  has  varied 
as  follows:  January-March  1895,  Catalogue  of  Publications  Issued  by  the 
Government  of  the  United  States ;  April  1895-June  1907,  Catalogue  of 
United  States  Public  Documents-,  July  1907-June  1933,  Monthly  Cata¬ 
logue,  United  States  Public  Documents;  July  1933-December  1939, 
Monthly  Catalog,  United  States  Public  Documents;  January  1940-Decem- 
ber  1950,  United  States  Government  Publications:  Monthly  Catalog; 
January  1951+  ,  Monthly  Catalog  of  United  States  Government  Publica¬ 
tions.  Entries  in  the  Monthly  Catalog  are  arranged  alphabetically  by 
issuing  bodies,  using  the  keyword  system  (Agriculture  Department, 
Census  Bureau,  Education  Office,  etc.).  Before  September  1947,  it  was 
arranged  by  agencies,  with  bureaus  and  subordinate  units  classed  under 
them.  In  the  1907/8  catalog,  an  attempt  was  made  to  list  publications 
by  subject,  but  the  1908/9  catalog  reverted  to  the  government-as-author 
system.  From  July  1907  to  June  1934  the  catalog  consisted  of  12  num¬ 
bered  volumes  and  was  issued  by  fiscal  rather  than  calendar  years. 

A  monthly  index  was  first  included  with  the  December  1897  issue. 
The  first  annual  index  appears  in  the  catalog  for  1900,  continuing  from 
1908/9  to  1933/34  by  fiscal  year  and  from  1935  to  date  by  calendar  year. 
The  original  monthly  index  was  changed  to  a  progressively  cumulative 
monthly  to  quarterly,  semiannual,  and  annual  indexes  in  1900.  This 
practice  was  discontinued  in  June  1913,  leaving  only  the  annual  index 
until  July  1945,  when  the  monthly  index  was  reintroduced.  Decennial 
cumulative  indexes  were  compiled  for  1941-50  and  1951-60.  Currently 
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a  “Directory  of  United  States  Government  Periodical  and  Subscription 
Publications”  is  included  in  the  February  issue  of  the  Monthly  Catalog, 
and  a  “List  of  Depository  Libraries”  in  the  September  issue. 

Entries  in  the  Monthly  Catalog  have  a  classification  number  used  in 
the  library  of  the  Division  of  Public  Documents,  Superintendent  of 
Documents,  which  is  also  used  as  a  catalog  number  for  the  sales  stock. 
Symbols  after  entries  show  whether  the  publication  is  sold  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Documents  or  by  the  National  Technical  Information 
Service,  Springfield,  Va.  (formerly  Clearinghouse  for  Federal  Scientific 
and  Technical  Information),  and  whether  distribution  is  made  by  issu¬ 
ing  office,  or  publication  is  for  official  use  only,  and  which  publications 
are  sent  to  depository  libraries. 

Indexing  of  personal  authors  began  with  the  January  1963  issue  of  the 
Monthly  Catalog.  A  Decennial  Cumulative  Personal  Author  Index  for 
the  periods  1941-50,  1951-60,  and  a  Quinquemiial  Cumulative  Personal 
Author  Index  for  1961-65,  was  published  by  the  Pierian  Press,  Ann 
Arbor,  Mich.,  in  1971,  edited  by  Edward  Przebienda,  lead  programmer 
at  the  Center  for  Urban  Studies  of  the  University  of  Michigan. 

In  addition  to  the  Monthly  Catalog,  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
issued  from  1928  to  1971  a  biweekly  Selected  United  States  Government 
Publications  (Z1223.A193),  which  was  superseded  in  1972  by  Selected 
U.S.  Government  Publications,  also  a  biweekly,  listing  the  most  recent 
publications  of  general  interest.  An  annual  cumulation  of  the  biweekly 
list  has  been  compiled  since  1968  by  John  L.  Andriot  and  published 
under  the  same  title  (McLean,  Va.,  Documents  Index,  Z1223.Z9S4). 

Since  1898,  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  has  issued  from  time  to 
time  separate  lists  of  public  documents  for  sale,  which  later  developed 
into  numbered  price  lists,  each  covering  a  subject  field.  At  present  there 
are  48  price  lists  in  print,  issued  in  more  or  less  frequently  revised 
editions.  Some  40  lists  were  discontinued,  superseded,  or  merged  with 
others.  Many  of  the  older  lists  may  still  be  useful  as  reference  sources 
for  subjects  and  periods  covered.

The  Monthly  Catalog  (1895+),  a  basic  tool  for  both  retrospective  and 
current  materials,  was  described  in  the  preceding  paragraphs.  The 
Document  Index,  covering  exclusively  congressional  documents  from  the 
54th  Congress,  first  session,  to  the  72d  Congress,  second  session  (Dec.  2, 
1895-Mar.  4,  1933) ,  will  be  described  in  the  chapter  dealing  with  biblio¬ 
graphic  tools  to  congressional  documents  and  proceedings.  The  biennial 
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Document  Catalog,  covering  both  congressional  and  departmental  docu¬ 
ments  from  March  1893  to  December  1940,  will  be  described  below  with 
similar  tools  dealing  with  both  congressional  and  departmental  publica¬ 
tions:

A  comprehensive  bibliographic  tool  which  appeared  in  1971  on  micro¬ 
film  is  the  Checklist  of  United  States  Public  Documents,  1789-1970.  Pre¬ 
pared  by  the  United  States  Historical  Documents  Institute,  Washington, 
D.C.,  it  lists  all  titles  which  appear  in  the  shelflists  of  the  Public  Docu¬ 
ments  Library  of  the  Government  Printing  Office,  covering  the  period 
1861  through  October  1970.  It  also  includes  publications  listed  in  the 
Checklist  of  United  States  Public  Documents,  1789-1909,  the  Monthly 
Catalog,  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Poole’s  Documents  Office  Classification  to 
1966.

There  are  in  the  Library  of  Congress  catalog  some  800  entries  for 
bibliographies,  catalogs,  checklists,  indexes,  lists,  and  similar  publica¬ 
tions  under  the  subject  heading  “U.S.— Government  publications: 
—Bibliographies;  —Indexes;  —Periodicals-Bibliographies;  — (Counties)- 
Bibliographies;  —(Municipal  governments)-Bibliographies;  —(State  gov- 
ernmentsj-Bibliographies.’’  Many  of  these  bibliographic  tools  are  de¬ 
voted  to  specialized  subjects,  to  individual  agencies,  and  to  agencies  no 
longer  existing.  Some  of  these  tools  are  not  of  sufficient  value  to  be 
included  in  bibliographic  guides.  Researchers  probing  deeper  into  the 
maze  of  U.S.  government  documents,  however,  would  be  well  advised 
not  to  overlook  this  important  source. 


CONGRESS 

There  are  few  shortcuts  in  the  search  for  a  congressional  document  and 
no  simple  guideline  to  tracing  legislation  on  a  given  subject.  Yet,  scores 
of  reference  librarians  are  faced  daily  with  such  problems,  as  well  as 
countless  researchers,  students,  and  other  interested  persons  who  need 
to  locate  a  document  or  a  congressional  resolution,  or  learn  about  a  bill. 
Outlined  here  are  a  few  basic  steps  and  indications  of  some  basic  tools 
essential  for  locating  the  information  or  the  desired  document.  For  more 
detailed  information  on  congressional  procedures,  refer  to  Schmeckebier 
and  Eastin’s  Government  Publications  and  Their  Use  (chapter  6),  Boyd 
and  Rips’  United  States  Government  Publications  (chapter  4),  John 
Brown  Mason’s  Research  Resources  (vol.  2,  Official  Publications,  chapter 
3),  and  other  sources. 

Current  legislation 

Legislation  can  be  initiated  in  the  House  of  Representatives  or  in  the 
Senate  by  the  introduction  of  a  bill  or  a  joint  resolution.  If  the  number 
of  the  bill  or  joint  resolution  is  known,  the  legislative  history  can  be 
traced  by  consulting  the  section  of  the  biweekly  index  to  the  Congres¬ 
sional  Record  entitled  “History  of  Bills  and  Resolutions,”  which  fur¬ 
nishes  information  on  the  author  or  authors,  committee  to  which  the  bill 
was  referred,  report  number,  etc.  If  the  number  is  not  known,  the  index 
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must  be  searched  for  subject,  title,  or  author.  New  bills  and  resolutions 
are  first  listed  in  the  daily  issues  of  the  Congressional  Record  and  in  the 
biweekly  index  of  the  appropriate  period,  in  numerical  order.  Other¬ 
wise,  biweekly  indexes  list  only  those  bills  or  resolutions,  introduced 
earlier,  which  have  been  acted  upon  during  the  preceding  two  weeks. 

The  history  of  a  bill  or  a  resolution  can  also  be  traced  through  the 
following  sources:

The  final  edition,  published  after  the  close  of  each  session  of 
of  Congress,  lists  separately  bills  which  have  become  law,  those  that  failed  to 
become  law  by  reason  of  Presidential  veto,  and  a  numerical  list  of  all  bills  which 
have  been  acted  upon.

Tracing  the  history  of  legislation  in  past  sessions  of  Congress  is  some¬ 
what  simpler,  since  all  bills  and  joint  resolutions  introduced  during  the 
session  are  listed  in  numerical  order  in  a  single  final  index  to  bound 
volumes  of  the  Congressional  Record.  The  index  specifically  for  the 
second  session  of  Congress,  however,  lists  only  those  bills  introduced 
during  that  session  and  those  bills  introduced  in  the  first  session  which 
were  acted  upon  during  the  second  session.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
index  to  bound  volumes  cannot  be  used  with  the  daily  edition  of  the 
Congressional  Record  and,  vice-versa,  the  biweekly  indexes  cannot  be 
used  with  the  bound  volumes,  because  of  the  different  pagination.  An 
overall  “History  of  Bills  Enacted  into  Public  Law,”  in  numerical  order 
of  laws,  is  contained  in  the  last  “Daily  Digest”  of  the  Congressional 
Record  of  each  session.  A  list  of  “Bills  Enacted  into  Public  Law,”  in 
numerical  order  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  is  also  included  in  the 
final  “Daily  Digest.” 

The  history  of  bills  and  resolutions  can  also  be  traced  through  the 
indexes  to  the  Senate  and  House  Journals,  but  these  are  published  only 
after  the  close  of  the  session  and  do  not  include  information  on  the 
debates.

Legislative  procedures  generate  directly  or  indirectly  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  publications.  Bills,  resolutions,  joint  resolutions,  and  concurrent 
resolutions  form  a  substantial  part  of  the  printed  congressional  publica¬ 
tions  and  at'e  the  starting  point  of  legislative  actions  which,  in  turn, 
generate  reports,  documents,  records  of  hearings,  etc.  The  great  majority 
of  reports  deal  with  proposed  legislation,  while  documents  cover  an 
extremely  varied  field  of  topics  and  include  many  annual  or  other  reports 
of  executive  agencies,  ordered  printed  by  one  or  the  other  house  of  Con¬ 
gress.  Other  categories  of  congressional  publications  include  Executive 
Documents  (communications  to  Congress  from  the  executive  branch) 
and  a  variety  of  publications  issued  by  individual  congressional  com¬ 
mittees  (e.  g.,  committee  prints). 

The  House  and  Senate  documents  and  reports  are  collected  into  bound 
volumes  to  form  the  Congressional  Serial  Set.  The  volumes  have  been 
numbered  consecutively,  beginning  with  the  15th  Congress  (1817).  Indi¬ 
vidual  documents  and  reports  are  numbered  separately  for  each  of  the 
four  series  (currently:  Senate  reports.  House  reports,  Senate  documents, 
House  documents).  Numbers  run  consecutively  throughout  the  two 
sessions  of  Congress. 

Documents  and  reports  are  first  listed  in  the  Superintendent  of  Docu¬ 
ments’  Monthly  Catalog  and  soon  after  the  end  of  each  session  in:

Hearings  are  an  important  part  of  legislative  procedures.  The  history 
of  a  major  bill  would  be  incomplete  without  a  close  study  of  any  hearings 
held  on  it.  Indexes  to  the  history  of  legislation  do  not  refer  to  hearings, 
so  information  on  them  must  be  sought  in  the  “Daily  Digest”  of  the 
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Congressional  Record,  in  the  Monthly  Catalog,  in  the  reports  on  the  bill, 
or  in  legislative  calendars. 

When  a  law  is  enacted,  it  is  first  published  in  the  form  generally  called 
a  “slip  law,”  an  unbound  pamphlet  issued  separately  for  each  law.  After 
each  session  of  Congress,  the  laws  are  published  in  permanent  form  in 
the  Statutes  at  Large. 

Besides  bibliographic  tools  listed  previously,  a  number  of  privately 
published  indexes  and  other  publications  report  currently  on  legislative 
activities  of  the  U.S.  Congress  and  on  various  publications  of  Congres¬ 
sional  committees,  including  hearings.

A  new  revised  and  enlarged  edition  is  in  preparation  by  the  authors,  to  be 
entitled  American  and  Foreign  Maps  Published  by  the  U.S.  Congress,  1789-1861: 
Historical  Catalog  and  Index.  The  work  is  “a  combined  descriptive  catalog  and 
analytical  subject  index,  covering  all  of  the  some  3500  printed  maps  which  ap¬ 
peared  as  illustrations  in  Congressional  publications.”  To  be  published  by  Pied¬ 
mont  Press,  Washington,  D.C.,  “the  index  will  completely  supersede  the  original 
Descriptive  Catalog  of  Maps.  .  .  .”  (publisher’s  announcement.  May  8,  1970.) 
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Publications  of  the  federal  departments  and  agencies  are  listed,  as  a  rule, 
in  the  Monthly  Catalog  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents.  Also,  many 
agencies  publish  regular  or  occasional  catalogs  or  lists  of  their  own  pub¬ 
lications.  It  has  been  estimated  that  only  about  half  of  all  government 
publications  are  printed  in  the  Government  Printing  Office,  the  balance 
being  produced  by  departments  and  agencies  in  their  own  facilities.2 
Unfortunately,  a  considerable  number  of  these  agency-produced  pub¬ 
lications  fail  to  be  listed  in  the  Monthly  Catalog  and  escape  biblio¬ 
graphic  control. 

To  remedy  this  situation,  and  generally  to  improve  the  bibliographic 
control  and  the  distribution  of  government  publications,  a  survey  was 
made  among  depository  libraries  and  other  institutions  during  the  85th 
Congress  (1957-58)  by  the  Subcommittee  to  Study  Federal  Printing  and 
Paperwork,  of  the  Committee  on  House  Administration,  and  legislation 
was  introduced  which  resulted  in  the  Depository  Library  Act  of  1962 
(PL  87-579,  76  Stat.  352).  The  act  contains  the  following  provision  con¬ 
cerning  publications  of  federal  agencies: 

“Each  component  of  the  Government  shall  furnish  the  Superintendent  of  Docu¬ 
ments  a  list  of  publications,  except  those  required  for  official  use  only  or  those  required 
for  strictly  administrative  or  operational  purposes  which  have  no  public  interest  or 
educational  value  and  publications  classified  for  reasons  of  national  security,  which  it 
issued  during  the  previous  month  that  were  obtained  from  sources  other  than  the 
Government  Printing  Office.” 

The  Printing  Act  of  1968  (PL  90-620,  82  Stat.  1238)  reiterated  this 
provision  and  amplified  on  the  distribution  of  agency  publications  to 
depository  libraries.  As  a  result  of  these  two  laws,  the  situation  improved

to  a  certain  degree,  but  there  are  still  numerous  agency  publications 
which  remain  unrecorded  in  the  Monthly  Catalog. 

The  Library  of  Congress  and  other  American  libraries  have  long  been 
concerned  about  the  problem  of  non-GPO  government  publications, 
printed  or  otherwise  reproduced.  In  1946,  the  Documents  Expediting 
Project  was  organized  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  sponsored  by  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Government  Publications  of  the  Association  of  Research 
Libraries,  the  American  Library  Association,  the  American  Association 
of  Law  Libraries,  and  the  Special  Libraries  Association.  Its  purpose  was 
to  assist  American  libraries  in  obtaining  government  publications  not 
readily  available  through  regular  channels.  Non-GPO  publications  fig¬ 
ure  prominently  in  this  program. 

In  1951,  the  Documents  Expediting  Project  issued  the  following  list 
to  assist  its  member  libraries:

Entries  are  arranged  by  issuing  agencies  and  mainly  list  processed  publications, 
although  “some  printed  publications,  field  publications,  etc.,  which  are  not 
distributed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  to  depository  libraries”  are  also 
included.  The  checklist  also  covers  a  few  congressional  committee  prints.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  publication  of  supplements  seems  to  have  been  abandoned 
very  early.  Short  lists  of  publications  distributed  by  the  Documents  Expediting 
Project  have  been  included  later  in  its  Bulletin  (Z689.D6)  . 

The  enactment  of  the  Depository  Library  Act  of  1962,  which  author¬ 
ized  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  to  make  depository  distribution 
of  non-GPO  publications,  again  made  apparent  the  need  to  identify  the 
titles.  In  1964  the  American  Library  Association,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Library  of  Congress,  published  the  following  list:

Guides  and  general  bibliographies  of  U.S.  federal  publications,  listed 
previously,  remain  the  basic  tools  for  retrospective  research  in  federal 
agencies’  publications.  Boyd  and  Rips’  United  States  Government  Pub¬ 
lications  (3d  ed.,  1949)  gives  a  short  history  and  organization  of  indi¬ 
vidual  agencies,  their  most  important  publications,  and  catalogs  or  lists 
of  their  publications.  Schmeckebier  and  Eastin’s  Government  Publica¬ 
tions  and  Their  Use  (2d  rev.  ed.,  1969)  has  an  extensive  list  of  biblio¬ 
graphies,  catalogs,  indexes,  and  lists  of  publications  of  individual  agen¬ 
cies.  John  Brown  Mason’s  Research  Resources  (v.  2,  1971)  lists  selected 
agency  publications,  mainly  annual  reports,  and  a  number  of  catalogs 
and  lists. 

Most  federal  agencies  issue  more  or  less  extensive  catalogs  or  lists  of 
their  publications.  Many  lists  include  only  publications  available  at 
the  time  of  their  issuance,  and  some  feature  only  a  selection. 

In  the  following  list  agencies  are  arranged  according  to  their  official 
name,  as  given  in  the  United  States  Government  Organization  Manual 
and  the  Library  of  Congress  catalogs.  Generally,  current  lists  and  the 
more  comprehensive  retrospective  catalogs  or  lists  are  included.  Year  of 
establishment  of  the  agency  and  dates  of  major  organizational  changes 
are  also  indicated.

STATES,  TERRITORIES,  AND 
LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 


Efforts  to  bring  better  control  to  the  distribution,  depository  practice, 
and  bibliographic  listing  of  state  documents  have  been  discussed  for 
many  decades.  In  a  circular  letter  calling  for  an  annual  conference  of 
state  librarians,  Talbot  H.  Wallis,  California  State  Librarian,  proposed 
in  188/  the  development  of  uniform  laws  and  policies  to  ensure  efficient 
distribution  and  preservation  of  documents  through  the  state  libraries 
and  standardization  of  public  reports  as  to  printing,  title  page  informa¬ 
tion,  binding,  and  indexing.3  Since  1889,  when  the  first  meeting  of  the 
state  librarians  was  held  and  the  Association  of  State  Librarians  organ¬ 
ized,  there  has  been  increased  appreciation  of  the  historical  importance 
of  state  documents,  their  distribution,  preservation,  and  exchange.  In 
1902,  a  model  state  law  for  the  distribution  of  state  publications  was 
adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Librarians, 
to  be  submitted  to  legislatures  of  states  which  did  not  have  a  similar 
statute  yet. 

Up  to  the  middle  of  the  first  decade  of  the  20th  century,  bibliographic 
control  of  state  documents  did  not  receive  much  attention  at  the  meetings 
of  the  association,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  Richard  R.  Bowker  to 
encourage  such  work.  Through  his  endeavors,  the  first  lists  of  publica¬ 
tions  of  several  states  were  included  in  the  appendixes  of  The  American 
Catalogue  (New  York)  for  1884-90  and  1890-95  (Z1215.A5).  His  State 
Publications;  a  Provisional  List  of  the  Official  Publications  of  the  Several 
States  of  the  United  States  from  Their  Organization  (New  York,  1899— 
1908.  Z1223.5.A1B7),  covering  state  publications  up  to  1900,  is  still  the 
best  bibliographic  source  for  the  early  official  documents  of  the  states, 
together  with  Adelaide  R.  Hasse’s  Index  of  Economic  Material  in  Docu¬ 
ments  of  the  States  of  the  United  States  (Washington,  1907-22.  Z1223.- 
5.A1H2),  extending  coverage  of  13  states’  publications  up  to  1904. 

Probably  the  first  discussion  of  bibliographic  control  of  state  docu¬ 
ments  in  the  reports  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Librarians 
came  at  its  seventh  convention,  in  1904,  when  Adelaide  R.  Hasse  com¬ 
mented  on  a  plan  for  bibliographic  work  dealing  with  state  official 
literature.  A  statement  by  the  Committee  on  Exchanges  also  concerned

Occasional  attempts  to  compile  current  lists  of  state  documents  were 
made  in  several  states,  but  it  was  not  until  1910  that  the  first  issue  of  the 
Monthly  Checklist  of  State  Publications  (called  until  1921  Monthly  List 
of  State  Publications)  was  published  by  the  Library  of  Congress.  It  was 
the  first  current  bibliography  of  the  publications  of  all  the  states,  includ¬ 
ing  publications  of  territories  and  insular  possessions  of  the  United 
States.  The  Monthly  Checklist  remains  the  only  comprehensive  bibliog¬ 
raphy  of  the  documents  of  the  individual  states. 

Progress  during  the  first  half  of  this  century  in  the  distribution, 
exchange,  and  bibliographic  control  of  state  documents  cannot  be  char¬ 
acterized  as  very  encouraging.  In  spite  of  the  increasing  percentage  of 
documents  being  recorded  bibliographically,  a  considerable  number  still 
remain  unknown  and  thus  unavailable  to  researchers.  A  strong  bid  for 
a  more  active  effort  in  this  area  was  made  in  the  thirties  at  the  annual 
conferences  of  the  American  Library  Association  (ALA).  In  1933,  A.  F. 
Kuhlman,  associate  director  of  the  University  of  Chicago  Library,  pre¬ 
sented  a  paper  at  the  conference  on  “The  Need  for  a  Check-list  Bibliog¬ 
raphy  of  State  Publications,”  which  was  later  published  in  an  enlarged 
version  in  the  Library  Quarterly  (v.  5,  1935:  31—58.  Z671.L713).  At  this 
conference  and  at  each  ALA  conference  through  1937,  there  were  discus¬ 
sions  concerning  various  aspects  of  the  problems  of  state  publications. 
Two  important  projects— the  State  Document  Center  Plan  and  the 
Public  Document  Clearing  House— were  discussed  extensively.5 

These  discussions  and  the  resolutions  that  were  adopted,  as  well  as 
the  Second  World  War  and  the  realization  of  the  increased  importance 
of  government  documents  in  wartime,  intensified  considerably  the  inter¬ 
est  in  official  publications,  state  documents  included.  Before  the  Second 
World  War,  only  eight  states  published  periodical  checklists  of  their 
official  publications;  during  the  war,  their  number  increased  to  22,  which 
doubled  in  the  post-war  period.  At  the  present  time,  only  a  few  states 
have  no  current  checklists. 

For  a  more  detailed  discussion  of  state  document  checklists  and  other 
aspects  of  the  problems  concerning  state  documents,  see  the  special  issue 
of  Library  Trends  devoted  entirely  to  “Federal,  State  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Publications”  (v.  15,  July  1966.  Z671.L6173),  which  was  produced 
under  the  editorial  guidance  of  Thomas  Shuler  Shaw.  James  B.  Childs 
gives  considerable  attention  in  his  article  “Bibliographic  Control  of  Fed¬ 
eral,  State  and  Local  Documents”  to  the  problems  of  state  documents 
and  includes  a  state-by-state  examination  of  their  checklists  and  other

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 


The  bibliographic  control  of  local  government  publications  has  pro¬ 
gressed  very  slowly  during  the  past  few  decades.  The  following  two  quota¬ 
tions  characterize  the  situation  well,  though  dated  three  decades  apart. 
James  G.  ETodgson,  in  a  report  presented  at  the  1936  conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  said:  “County  government,  once  called 
the  dark  continent  of  American  politics,  has  been  studied  with  increased 
interest  in  recent  years,  but  is  still  an  almost  virgin  field  as  far  as  library 
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collecting  is  concerned.”  9  In  1966,  James  B.  Childs,  in  his  article 
Bibliographic  Control  of  Federal,  State  and  Local  Documents,”  pub¬ 
lished  in  Library  Trends  (v.  15,  July  1966:  22),  said:  ‘‘To  turn  to  . .  . 
bibliographical  control  over  local  government  publications,  the  picture 
is  very  meager.  Indeed  it  is  almost  as  though  there  were  an  iron  curtain 
over  the  vast  output  of  local  government  publications,  despite  the  never- 
ceasing  urban  sprawl.” 

The  difficulties  seem  to  derive  both  from  the  vast  output  and  from  the 
very  nature  of  local  government  publications.  In  the  majority  of  local 
jurisdictions,  especially  rural,  the  most  common  form  of  reporting  gov¬ 
ernment  decisions  is  in  local  newspapers,  for  which  legal  provisions  exist 
in  practically  all  the  states.  In  larger  jurisdictions,  decisions  and  reports 
are  also  published  in  separate  pamphlet  form.  In  addition,  many  local 
government  reports  are  included  in  state  documents.  This  array  of 
sources  makes  it  difficult  to  compile  a  thorough  checklist  of  local 
publications. 

The  picture  changes  considerably  in  large  local  jurisdictions,  where 
there  are  regular  publication  channels.  New  York,  Chicago  (and  Cook 
County),  Honolulu  (city  and  county),  and  other  large  jurisdictions  have 
had  for  some  time  a  fairly  good  bibliographic  control  of  their  publica¬ 
tions.  For  other  local  jurisdictions,  however,  printed  material  is  rare, 
and  the  only  remaining  source  of  documentation  is  the  local  archives. 

During  the  1930’s  the  Historical  Records  Survey  in  the  Work  Projects 
Administration  began  compiling  inventories  of  county  and  municipal 
archives;  only  a  few  inventories  had  been  published  when  the  program 
was  discontinued,  although  a  large  amount  of  additional  material  was 
prepared. 

In  recent  years,  there  have  been  a  few  attempts  to  improve  this  situa¬ 
tion,  and  one  project  is  particularly  notable.  In  1972  Greenwood 
Press,  Inc.,  of  Westport,  Conn.,  commenced  publishing  the  Index  to 
Current  Urban  Documents  (v.  1,  no.  1/2,  July-Oct.  1972),  a  quarterly 
bibliography  with  annual  cumulations.  Complete  and  detailed  biblio¬ 
graphic  data  for  some  2,400  documents  are  provided  in  the  first  number, 
including  a  subject  index.  The  goal  is  to  catalog  and  index  documents 
issued  by  154  cities  of  100,000  or  more  inhabitants  and  24  counties  of  a 
million  or  more  inhabitants,  as  determined  by  the  1970  census.  Green¬ 
wood  Press  is  depending  on  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  municipal 
officials,  local  public  libraries,  municipal  reference  libraries,  and  major 
research  libraries  to  achieve  this  goal.  In  conjunction  with  the  indexing 
program,  the  Microform  Division  of  Greenwood  Press  is  planning  to 
produce  and  offer  subscriptions  to  the  Urban  Documents  Microfiche

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Collection.  This  will  provide  libraries  with  a  means  of  acquiring  com¬ 
prehensive  sets  of  government  publications  from  the  larger  cities  and 
counties. 

Several  attempts  at  the  state  level  to  improve  on  the  acquisitions  and 
indexing  of  local  documents  should  be  noted.  In  1966—67  California 
organized  a  series  of  workshops  dealing  with  government  documents  at 
all  levels.10  At  the  New  York  Public  Library,  David  K.  Beasley  initiated 
in  1966  a  “Bibliography  Program  for  County  and  City  Publications” 
to  encourage  local  libraries,  preferably  public  libraries,  to  acquire  local 
government  publications. 

In  New  Jersey,  Catharine  M.  Fogarty,  librarian  of  Fairleigh  Dickinson 
University  in  Rutherford,  N.J.,  began  publishing  a  checklist  entitled 
Documents  of  New  Jersey  Local  Governments  (Rutherford,  1967,  40  p. 
Z7165.U6N37),  with  supplements  for  1968  and  1969.  Several  states  also 
began  including  local  government  documents  in  their  checklists  of  state 
publications  (e.g.,  Nevada  Official  Publications,  since  April  1968).

PART  II 


International  Governmental 
Organizations 


With  the  considerably  increased  number  of  international  governmental 
organizations  after  the  Second  World  War,  and  with  the  constantly 
growing  amount  of  printed  and  processed  material  emanating  from  these 
organizations,  the  bibliographic  control  of  such  documents  becomes  a 
matter  of  great  concern.  There  is  no  comprehensive  bibliographical 
work  which  lists  all  or  even  a  selection  of  the  most  important  official 
documents  of  international  governmental  organizations.  Very  few 
organizations  have  compiled  and  published  comprehensive  individual 
bibliographies  or  checklists  of  their  own  publications.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  League  of  Nations  and  the  United  Nations,  only  a  handful 
of  other  large  organizations  are  covered  by  satisfactory  bibliographic 
tools  for  their  great  output  of  documentary  and  informational  material. 
One  example  is  the  International  Labor  Organization  which  has  issued 
several  bibliographies  and  catalogs  covering  its  publications  since  1919, 
the  year  of  its  establishment.  In  recent  years,  unesco,  Food  and  Agri¬ 
culture  Organization,  World  Health  Organization,  European  Communi¬ 
ties,  and  a  few  others  have  made  good  progress  toward  more  compre¬ 
hensive  bibliographic  tools  covering  their  publications.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  other  organizations  will  follow,  not  only  for  the  sake  of  improving 
the  control  of  international  documentation  in  general,  but  also  to  make 
the  results  of  their  own  work  more  accessible  to  the  world’s  research 
community. 

As  stated,  the  problem  of  a  more  general  comprehensive  bibliography 
of  international  governmental  organizations’  documents  remains  largely 
unsolved.  The  reasons  are  varied  because  of  the  extremely  complex 
nature  of  these  organizations  and  their  documents.  It  is  possible,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  stagnation  in  this  vast  field  of  documentation  is  caused 
mainly  by  the  lack  of  reliable  checklists  and  indexes  of  publications  of 
individual  organizations  on  which  a  more  general  bibliography  or  index 
could  be  based.  Such  considerations  probably  dominated  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Association  of  International  Libraries,  held  in  1965  in 
Helsinki,  when  a  working  party  was  set  up  to  examine  the  possibility 
of  some  centralized  listing  or  indexing  of  documentation  published  by 
international  governmental  organizations,  excluding  the  United  Nations. 
The  first  step  in  this  direction  was  the  compilation  of  an  “Inventory  of 
Lists,  Indexes  and  Catalogues  of  Publications  and  Documents  of  Inter¬ 
governmental  Organizations  other  than  the  United  Nations,  produced 
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since  the  United  Nations  Documents  Index  had  ceased  to  index 
the  documentation  of  the  specialized  agencies  in  1963.  The  “Inventory 
was  published  in  the  UNESCO  Bulletin  for  Libraries  (v.  21,  Sept. /Oct. 
1967:  263-270). 

The  fate  of  this  project  seems  to  be  uncertain  after  1967.  The  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  International  Libraries,  in  its  Newsletter  no.  9  (July  1967), 
published  the  following  note: 


“It  was  also  learned,  from  an  article  in  the  UNESCO  Bulletiii  for  Libraiies  (Vol. 
XXI,  No.  3,  May-June  1967,  p.  137)  that  the  newly  created  International  Advisory 
Committee  on  Documentation,  Libraries  and  Archives  (of  unesco)  ,  will  include 
‘among  the  subjects  which  (it)  will  examine . . .  the  bibliographical  processing  of  the 
publications  and  documents  of  international  organizations.’ 

“Under  these  circumstances,  the  Executive  Committee  decided  at  its  meeting  on  22 
June  1967,  to  terminate  the  ail’s  interest  in  this  question  and  to  transmit  officially 
to  the  unesco  Department  of  Documentation,  Libraries  and  Archives,  an  account 
of  its  activities  in  this  connection  as  a  contribution  to  whatever  action  the  Committee 
may  think  fit  to  take  in  future.” 

Listing  and  indexing  of  U.N.  specialized  agency  publications  after 
1962  was  the  subject  of  several  meetings  of  an  Inter-Agency  Working 
Party  on  Indexing  (and  Documentation)  created  by  the  U.N.  Adminis¬ 
trative  Committee  on  Co-ordination.  The  participants  at  the  meetings, 
held  in  Geneva  (February  1966),  Rome  (June  1967),  and  Paris  (Novem¬ 
ber  1968),  discussed  mainly  preparatory  steps  for  coordinating  indexing 
activities  among  the  specialized  agencies 

The  International  Symposium  on  Documentation  of  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  and  Other  Intergovernmental  Organizations,  organized  by  the 
United  Nations  Institute  for  Training  and  Research  (unitar)  and  held 
in  Geneva  in  August  1972,  represents  an  important  step  forward  in  the 
coordination  of  bibliographic  control  of  international  documentation. 
A  considerable  number  of  “Working  documents”  presented  at  the  sym¬ 
posium  form  a  valuable  contribution  toward  the  clarification  of  some 
problems  in  this  field;  see,  for  example,  Theodore  D.  Dimitrov,  Docu¬ 
mentation  of  the  United  Nations  and  Other  Intergovernmental  Organi¬ 
zations  (UNITAR/ EUR/ SEM.l/WP. Ill/  15). 

Turning  now  to  the  existing  general  bibliographic  tools  which  can 
guide  the  researcher  through  the  vast  field  of  international  documenta¬ 
tion,  particular  mention  should  be  made  here  of  the  following  three 
publications:  International  Scientific  Organizations ;  a  Guide  To  Their 
Library,  Documentation,  and  Information  Services,  published  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  (Washington,  1962);  Yearbook  of  International 
Organizations,  published  by  the  Union  of  International  Associations 
(Brussels);  and  International  Governmental  Organizations;  Constitu¬ 
tional  Documents,  by  Amos  J.  Peaslee  (The  Hague,  1961). 

The  United  Nations  Documents  Index  is,  of  course,  the  most  com- 
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pieliensive  bibliographic  tool  to  documents  of  the  organizations  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  United  Nations  family  up  to  and  including  1962,  when  it 
ceased  indexing  documents  of  the  specialized  agencies.  These  and  other 
bibliogiaphic  sources  of  a  general  character  describing  publications  of 
intergovernmental  organizations,  or  international  documents  of  special¬ 
ized  charactei,  will  be  listed  in  the  following  pages.  It  should  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  list  of  general  bibliographies,  as  well  as  the  following 
lists  of  publications  of  individual  organizations,  is  based  mainly  on 
materials  available  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  Also,  a  considerable 
number  of  the  lists,  many  of  which  are  sales  catalogs  in  pamphlet  form, 
are  not  preserved  permanently  in  the  Library. 

The  listing  of  bibliographic  tools  will  be  limited  to  the  largest  organi¬ 
zations  only,  which  in  one  form  or  another  keep  control  of  their  pub¬ 
lications.  Generally  the  current  and  the  most  helpful  tools  are  cited 
first.  Additional  and  secondary  sources,  as  well  as  retrospective  tools, 
are  listed  next.  A  number  of  annotations  or  parts  of  annotations  are 
quoted  from  the  forewords  and  the  introductions  to  the  works  cited.

Specialized  bibliographies  dealing  with  particular  aspects  of  inter¬ 
national  affairs  are  numerous.  Most  of  them  include  official  documents 
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of  intergovernmental  organizations.  The  United  Nations  has  pub¬ 
lished  a  number  of  such  bibliographies.  The  Organization  for  Economic 
Cooperation  and  Development  (oecd),  and  its  predecessor,  the  Organi¬ 
zation  for  European  Economic  Cooperation  (oeec),  have  published  a 
series  of  such  bibliographies,  and  other  intergovernmental  organizations 
have  made  valuable  contributions  in  their  own  fields. 

It  would  be  impossible  within  the  framework  of  this  guide  to  enu¬ 
merate  even  the  most  important  of  these  works.

European  Communities 

The  establishment  of  the  European  Coal  and  Steel  Community  in  1951 
constituted  the  first  step  toward  the  economic  integration  of  Western 
Europe.  This  was  followed  in  1957  by  the  European  Atomic  Energy 
Community  and  the  European  Economic  Community.  Belgium,  France, 
the  German  Federal  Republic,  Italy,  Luxembourg,  and  the  Netherlands 
were  the  original  members.  In  1972  two  efta  countries  (Denmark  and 
Great  Britain)  and  the  Republic  of  Ireland  joined  the  European  Eco¬ 
nomic  Community,  effective  January  1,  1973.  Norway,  which  originally 
applied  for  membership,  withdrew  following  the  referendum  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1972.  The  functions  assigned  to  the  three  communities  are  dis¬ 
charged  by  a  number  of  institutions  which  are  common  to  all  three  com¬ 
munities,  such  as  the  European  Parliament,  the  Court  of  Justice,  and, 
since  1965,  a  single  Council  and  a  single  Commission  which  superseded 
separate  organs  for  each  community.

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Bibliographic  tools  for  official  publications  of  individual  countries  pre¬ 
sented  in  this  part  are  arranged  by  countries,  grouped  in  the  following 
geographical  areas.  Western  Hemisphere,  Europe,  Africa,  Near  East,  and 
Asia  and  the  Pacific  area.  Such  an  arrangement  provides  for  convenient 
access  to  the  materials  listed,  facilitates  comparison  between  countries 
and  areas,  and  conforms  to  the  probable  pattern  of  use  of  the  materials. 
Also,  existing  bibliographies  of  a  general  character  but  limited  to  a 
certain  area  can  be  cited  under  the  appropriate  geographic  heading. 

The  arrangement  generally  follows  that  of  Jean  Meyriat’s  Etude  des 
bibliographies  courantes  des  publications  officielles  nationales;  A  Study  of 
Current  Bibliographies  of  National  Official  Publications  (Paris,  unesco, 
1958).  Exceptions  are  based  on  existing  conditions  and  divisions  in  the 
world  community  of  nations  and  on  other  practical  considerations. 
Since  the  United  States  has  been  treated  extensively  in  the  first  part,  the 
remaining  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere  are  divided  into  three 
groups:  Canada,  Caribbean  area,  and  Central  and  South  America.  In 
Europe,  countries  of  the  Communist  bloc  are  treated  in  separate  sections 
(East  Central  Europe,  U.S.S.R.),  due  to  special  characteristics  of  their 
official  publications.  All  other  European  countries,  including  Scandi¬ 
navian  and  Mediterranean  areas,  are  in  the  section  on  Western  Europe. 
Similarly,  North  African  countries  are  considered  separately  from  the 
countries  situated  south  of  Sahara. 

As  in  previous  parts,  current  bibliographies,  catalogs,  lists,  etc.  of 
official  publications  or,  in  their  absence,  current  national  bibliographies 
or  other  bibliographic  tools  listing  official  publications,  will  be  cited  first, 
followed  by  retrospective  bibliographies.  As  a  rule,  only  bibliographies 
of  national  coverage  are  cited.  Bibliographies  or  other  bibliographic 
tools  covering  provincial  or  state  publications,  bibliographies  of  signifi¬ 
cant  central  government  agencies,  or  specialized  bibliographies  are  men¬ 
tioned  in  exceptional  cases. 

General  bibliographies,  guides,  library  catalogs,  and  similar  biblio¬ 
graphic  tools  described  in  the  first  chapter  of  this  guide  (“Government 
Publications  in  General”)  furnish  basic  information  on  bibliographic 
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control  of  official  documents  of  foreign  countries  both  for  current  and 
for  retrospective  coverage  and  should  be  consulted. 

A  valuable  source  of  information  on  foreign  official  documents,  mainly 
those  in  the  so-called  difficult  languages,  are  the  translations  prepared 
by  the  United  States  Joint  Publications  Research  Service,  issued  since 
1957.  These  translations  have  been  listed  since  1958  in  the  Monthly 
Catalog  of  United  States  Government  Publications  (Washington,  U.S. 
Superintendent  of  Documents),  as  well  as  in  various  indexes  piepaied 
and  published  by  private  sources  (see  U.S.  federal  agencies). 

Listed  below  are  additional  sources  of  information  on  official  publica¬ 
tions  of  foreign  countries,  including  bibliographies  covering  more  or 
less  comprehensive  areas  and  specialized  fields,  mainly  official  gazettes 
and  statistics.

Before  1928  bibliographic  control  of  official  documents  in  Canada  was 
practically  nonexistent.  The  Price  List  of  Government  Publications,  first 
issued  in  1895  by  the  Department  of  Public  Printing  and  Stationery 
(King  s  Printer),  included  only  publications  for  sale  by  its  distribution 
branch.  The  Catalogue  of  Official  Publications  of  the  Parliament  and 
Government  of  Canada,  a  so-called  complete  catalogue,  was  issued  in 
April  1928  and  included  for  the  first  time  titles  of  official  publications 
of  all  kinds,  whether  copies  were  procurable  from  the  King’s  Printer  or 
from  the  issuing  agency.  The  year  1953  marked  the  beginning  of  a 
comprehensive  scheme  for  the  control  and  recording  of  Dominion  gov¬ 
ernment  publications  with  the  issuance  of  a  daily  checklist  and  the 
monthly  and  annual  catalogs  entitled  Canadian  Government  Publica¬ 
tions.  In  1954  Canadiana,  issued  by  the  National  Library  of  Canada, 
began  listing  provincial  official  publications  received  at  the  library.

CARIBBEAN  AREA 

The  concept  of  the  Caribbean  area,  as  used  here,  will  be  limited  mainly 
to  the  six  independent  island  countries  and  the  Federation  of  the  West 
Indies,  as  it  existed  between  1958  and  1962.1  A  survey  of  the  former  area 
of  the  West  Indies  Federation  reveals  that  after  the  secession  of  Jamaica 
and  Trinidad  and  Tobago  in  1962,  six  of  the  remaining  member  states 
(Antigua,  Dominica,  Grenada,  St.  Kitts-Nevis-Anguilla,  St.  Lucia,  and 
St.  Vincent)  received  in  1967  the  status  of  “Associated  State  of  the  United 
Kingdom,”  under  which  each  island  state  has  complete  self-government, 
with  Great  Britain  retaining  the  responsibility  for  foreign  affairs  and 
defense.  The  status  of  the  other  member,  the  island  state  of  Montserrat, 
was  not  settled  at  that  time. 

Other  dependent  island  territories  of  the  area  are  treated  along  with 
countries  of  which  they  form  a  part:  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands, 
as  outlying  territories  of  the  United  States;  Guadeloupe  and  Martinique, 
as  departements  of  France;  Netherlands  Antilles  (Curacao,  Aruba,  Bo¬ 
naire,  St.  Eustatius,  Saba,  and  St.  Marteen),  as  autonomous  parts  of  the 
Netherlands.

CENTRAL  AND  SOUTH  AMERICA 

Attempts  at  comprehensive  bibliographic  control  of  official  documents 
of  Latin  American  countries  date  from  the  1930’s.  Previously,  only  in 
rare  instances  were  official  publications  of  several  countries  compiled 
in  a  single  bibliography.  In  the  late  1940’s  the  first  systematic  record 
of  official  publications  of  all  Latin  American  republics  was  compiled  and 
published  by  the  Library  of  Congress  in  the  series  A  Guide  to  the  Official 
Publications  of  the  Other  American  Republics  (Washington,  1945-49. 
Z1605.U64).  The  Seminar  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  Library 
Materials  (salalm)  ,  founded  in  June  1956  and  continuing  to  date,  has 
sponsored  numerous  bibliographical  studies  of  Latin  American  govern- 
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ment  publications  and  documents  of  inter-American  organizations.  The 
Report  on  Bibliographic  Activities,”  published  annually  as  a  working 
papei  in  the  Final  Report  and  Working  Papers  of  salalm  meetings, 
includes  titles  on  government  documents  recently  published  and  on 
works  in  pi  ogress.  A  short  documented  survey  of  developments  in  Latin 
American  government  document  bibliography  was  made  in  an  article 
by  J.  B.  Childs,  Forty  Years  of  Latin  American  Document  Bibliography,” 
published  in  the  Herald  of  Library  Science  v.  7,  April  1968:  71-78. 

In  1961  the  University  of  Florida  Libraries,  Gainesville,  Fla.,  with  the 
support  of  SALALM,  initiated  a  project  of  compiling  the  holdings  of  Latin 
American  official  publications  in  major  repositories  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.

Individual  countries 

As  previously  noted,  very  few  Latin  American  countries  currently  issue 
special  bibliographies  or  checklists  of  their  official  publications.  In  sev¬ 
eral  countries,  national  bibliographies  include  selected  government  docu¬ 
ments.  Partial  bibliographies  or  lists  covering  publications  of  individual 
agencies  or  special  fields  (statistics,  etc.)  will  be  cited  more  as  an  example, 
than  as  a  rule.  For  retrospective  coverage,  the  Guide  to  the  Official  Pub¬ 
lications  of  the  Other  American  Republics  (U.S.  Library  of  Congress)  still 
remains  the  basic  tool.  The  Guide  and  the  other  general  bibliographies 
listed  in  the  preceding  chapter  will  not  be  cited  under  individual  coun¬ 
tries  to  which  their  coverage  may  extend.  As  before,  bibliographic  tools 
covering  current  publications  will  be  listed  first.

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GENERAL  BIBLIOGRAPHIES 

Bibliographic  control  of  official  publications  of  European  governments 
varies  considerably  from  country  to  country.  Although  most  West  Euro¬ 
pean  countries  issue  separate  bibliographies  and  lists  of  their  official 
documents,  the  countries  of  East  and  East  Central  Europe  limit  the 
bibliographic  control  of  their  official  documents  to  listings  in  their 
general  bibliographies. 

The  British  Stationery  Office  began  issuing  retrospective  lists  of  official 
publications  in  the  1880’s,  but  the  more  systematic  listing  of  official  docu¬ 
ments  dates  generally  from  the  1920’s  and  1930’s.  In  1924  Italy  issued 
the  first  volume  of  Pubblicazioni  edite  dello  stato  o  col  suo  concorso, 
1861-1923  (Italy,  Provveditorato  Generate  dello  Stato),  and  Germany 
in  1928  started  issuing  Monatliches  Verzeichnis  der  reichsdeutschen 
amtlichen  Druckschriften  (Germany,  Reichsministerium  des  Innern, 
1928-44).  Other  West  European  countries  initiated  systematic  control  of 
their  official  publications  after  the  Second  World  War.  In  East  European 
countries,  the  only  known  attempt  to  compile  a  list  of  selected  official  or 
semi-official  publications  was  made  in  Poland,  when  in  1967  the  Biblio- 
teka  Narodowa  published  a  Katalog  polskich  wydawnictw  urzqdowych  i 
polurz^dowych ,  dostqpnych  do  wymiany  miqdzynarodowej.  Catalogue  of 
Polish  Official  and  Semi-Official  Publications  Available  for  Exchange, 
compiled  by  Waclaiv  Slabczynski.  In  the  USSR,  Oleg  Pavlovich  Korshu¬ 
nov,  in  his  Izdaniia  i  bibliografiia  dokumentov  Kommunisticheskoi  par- 
tii  Sovetskogo  Soniza  i  Sovetskogo  Gosudarstva  (Moskva,  1955),  attempted 
to  describe  official  documents  of  the  Communist  Party  and  of  the  Soviet 
government  and  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  providing  good  biblio¬ 
graphic  control  of  them.

The  French  parliamentary  records  are  printed  in  two  editions.  The 
debates  are  first  printed  in  the  Journal  officiel  (not  mentioning  the 
Compte  rendu  analytique,  which  is  the  original  record  of  debates,  dis¬ 
tributed  to  members  of  the  respective  chambers).  Later  revised  by  the 
Service  des  archives,  they  are  issued  in  numbered  volumes,  with  indexes 
(Table  des  debats)  usually  included  in  the  last  volume  of  the  session. 
Both  the  Journal  officiel  and  the  parliamentary  edition  print  docu¬ 
ments  as  annexes  to  the  debates.  The  documents  are  also  printed  sepa¬ 
rately  (often  as  single  sheets)  and  numbered  individually.  These  Impres¬ 
sions  include  legislative  bills  (projet  de  loi,  proposition  de  loi),  budgets, 
committee  reports,  messages  of  the  president,  etc.

Germany 

Up  to  18/0,  various  forms  of  government  over  constantly  changing  terri¬ 
tory;  Deutscher  Bund,  1815-66;  Deutscher  Zollverein,  Norddeutscher 
Bund,  1867-70;  empire,  1871-1918;  republic,  1919-33;  Third  Reich, 
1933-45. 

Presented  in  this  section  are  official  publications  of  Germany  up  to 
1945,  followed  by  publications  of  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany. 
The  German  Democratic  Republic  publications  are  included  with 
“People’s  Democracies”  of  East  Central  Europe  in  the  next  section  of 
this  guide. 

The  first  systematic  listing  of  German  official  publications  did  not 
appear  until  1928,  when  the  German  Ministry  of  the  Interior,  through 
the  Deutsche  Biicherei,  began  publishing  its  Monatliches  V erzeichnis 
der  reichsdeutschen  amtlichen  Druckschriften.  Almost  simultaneously 
the  Preussische  Staatsbibliothek  began  issuing  an  accessions  list  of  official 
publications,  Deutsche  amtliche  Druckschriften,  Erwerbungen  der  Staats¬ 
bibliothek  zu  Berlin,  which,  however,  had  only  an  ephemeral  lifespan 
(1928-30). 

For  the  earlier  periods  of  German  official  documentation,  the  biblio¬ 
graphic  control  is  almost  nonexistent,  although  some  categories  of  official 
publications  have  been  listed  in  special  catalogs  (e.g.,  the  White  Books). 
Several  central  or  provincial  agencies  have  issued  lists  of  their  own 
publications.  Further  sources  of  bibliographic  control,  even  if  not  satis¬ 
factory,  are  the  library  catalogs  or  accessions  lists,  such  as  Berliner 
Titeldrucke  (Berlin,  Preussische  Staatsbibliothek,  1892-1936.  Z926.B5N), 
which  is  a  list  of  the  accessions  of  the  Prussian  State  Library.  The  Hand- 
buch  fiir  das  Deutsche  Reich  (Berlin,  C.  Heymann.  JN3204),  published 
from  1874  to  1936,  listed  some  official  documents  in  its  editions  after  the 
First  World  War.  Another  source  is  the  Handworterbuch  der  preussis- 
chen  Verwaltung,  originally  compiled  by  Rudolf  von  Bitter  (3d  ed., 
Berlin,  W.  de  Gruyter  &  Co.,  1928.  JN4529.H2  1928).  Winifred  Gregory’s 
List  of  the  Serial  Publications  of  Foreign  Governments,  1815-1931  (New 
York,  H.  W.  Wilson,  1932.  Z7164.G7L7),  is  probably  one  of  the  most 
useful  bibliographic  tools  for  early  German  official  documents,  listing 
serial  publications  of  the  central  government,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
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German  states.  It  also  includes  some  official  serials  of  former  German 
colonies  (East  and  Southwest  Africa  and  German  New  Guinea). 

Bibliographies  on  German  history  constitute  another  source  for  trac¬ 
ing  official  documents.  One  of  the  most  useful  tools  in  this  respect  is 
Quellenkunde  der  deutschen  Geschichte,  by  Friedrich  C.  Dahlmann 
and  Georg  Waitz,  10.  Aufl.  (Stuttgart,  A.  Hiersemann,  1965+  Z2236.D14). 
In  chapters  devoted  to  political,  legal,  constitutional,  and  administrative 
history,  many  primary  and  secondary  sources  to  official  documentation 
are  indicated.  Similar  source  is  Quellenkunde  der  Geschichte  des  preuss- 
ischen  Staats,  by  Karl  Kletke  (Berlin,  Verlag  von  E.  H.  Schroeder,  1958- 
61.  Z2244.P9K4).

The  Commonwealth 

This  section  includes  only  a  few  general  works  which  list  official  pub¬ 
lications,  retrospective  and  current,  concerning  the  British  Common¬ 
wealth  in  general,  its  member  states,  associated  states,  and  dependent 
territories.  Some  of  the  retrospective  works  will,  of  course,  include  pub¬ 
lications  related  to  former  colonies,  now  independent  countries.  In  many 
instances,  bibliographic  tools  to  retrospective  publications  of  these 
former  colonies,  listed  in  this  guide,  will  be  found  under  the  countries 
concerned. 

A  number  of  these  tools  have  been  and  are  published  by  the  British 
central  authorities  concerned  with  commonwealth  (or  formerly  colonial) 
affairs.  Before  July  1925,  the  affairs  of  all  the  British  outlying  territories 
(except  India)  were  conducted  by  the  Colonial  Office.  At  that  date,  the 
Dominions  Office  was  created  to  handle  the  relations  with  the  indepen¬ 
dent  members  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  July  1947  the  Dominions 
Office  became  the  Commonwealth  Relations  Office,  and  on  August  1, 
1966,  the  Colonial  Office  was  merged  with  the  Commonwealth  Relations 
Office  under  the  new  name,  the  Commonwealth  Office.  Finally,  in 
October  1968,  the  Commonwealth  Office  was  merged  with  the  Foreign 
Office  to  form  the  Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Office.  Naturally,  these 
changes  are  reflected  in  the  official  publications  concerning  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  affairs.

“That  all  publications  are  official  publications  in  a  ‘people’s  democracy’ 
is  a  common  misconception.  The  number  of  ‘people’s  democracies’  has 
increased  since  1917  sufficiently  to  present  a  need  for  more  precise  under¬ 
standing.  With  the  exception  of  one  work,  now  much  outdated,6  there 
had  been  no  overall  bibliographical  control  of  official  publications  in  or 
for  any  ‘people’s  democracy.’  ”  7 

Earlier  Jean  Meyriat  in  £tude  des  bibliographies  courantes  des  publica¬ 
tions  officielles  nationales.  A  Study  of  Current  Bibliographies  of  National 
Official  Publications  (International  Committee  for  Social  Sciences  Docu¬ 
mentation,  unesco,  1958),  explained  on  page  253  (footnote  2),  that  in 
countries  where  all  publications  are  considered  government  publications 
because  their  production  is  under  government  control,  he  would  regard 
as  official  only  those  publications  issued  by  the  legislative,  executive 
(head  of  government,  ministries,  and  administrative  services),  and  judi¬ 
cial  branches  of  the  government. 

Since  there  are  no  separate  bibliographies  or  lists  of  official  publi¬ 
cations  for  the  countries  of  East  Central  Europe  and  the  Soviet  Union, 
we  will  cite  a  few  general  bibliographies  and  other  bibliographic  tools 
which  at  least  partially  cover  official  publications  of  these  countries. 
Preference  will  be  given  to  bibliographic  tools  in  English.  For  individual 
countries,  the  same  selection  will  be  followed,  citing  national  biblio¬ 
graphies  or  other  works  which  may  be  of  help  in  identifying  official 
publications.  Some  of  these  works,  of  course,  cover  retrospectively  the 
pre-World  War  II  or  earlier  publications  of  these  countries. 

National  bibliographies  of  these  countries  are  generally  classified  in 
the  following  31  subject  groups:  1.

Since  the  Communist  Party  is  the  dominant  factor  in  these  countries, 
its  decisions  are  the  determining  factor  in  the  activities  of  the  legislative 
and  executive  bodies.  Therefore  documents  of  the  Communist  Party 
are  considered  official  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  other  countries  of  Eastern 
Europe.8

Since  almost  the  entire  publishing  activity  in  Soviet  Russia  is  in  the  hands  of  gov¬ 
ernment  institutions,  all  publications  are  in  a  sense  official.  For  this  list  it  was  decided 
to  select  only  those  Soviet  serials  which  are  issued  in  a  way  similar  to  that  of  the 
official  publications  of  other  countries. . . .  Accepted  as  official  were  the  publications  of 
institutions  with  a  jurisdiction  which,  in  other  countries,  is  exercised  by  the  central 
government  offices,  i.e.  those  of  Soviet  central  authorities  such  as  the  People’s  com¬ 
missariats,  the  Congress  of  Soviets,  etc.  By  central  authorities  are  meant  not  only  the 
federal  authorities  of  the  whole  Soviet  Union,  but  also  those  of  the  individual  re¬ 
publics  in  it. 

Added  to  these  legislative  and  executive  agencies  were  institutions 
closely  connected  with  government  offices,  which  in  other  countries  have 
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an  official  status,  such  as  central  geological,  meteorological,  geodetic,  and 
similar  institutions.  Other  institutions  considered  official  were  central 
directive  bodies  of  national  economy,  such  as  Supreme  economic  councils, 
planning  commissions,  etc.  Publications  of  the  Communist  party  and 
Communist  International  were  also  included  in  the  section  on  Soviet 
Union  inasmuch  as  the  publications  .  . .  often  contain  official  or  semi¬ 
official  material.” 

d  he  List,  as  indicated  in  the  title,  covers  official  serials  from  1815  to 
1931.  The  Russian  section  is  divided  into  three  parts:  1.  Imperial  Russia 
(1815-1917)  with  two  appendices:  Kingdom  of  Poland  and  Grand  Duchy 
of  Finland;  2.  Russia  under  the  Provisional  government  (Feb./  Mar.-Oct./ 
Nov.  1917);  3.  Soviet  Russia  (Federal  Government,  Communist  Party, 
Individual  republics).

The  official  publications  of  the  Soviet  Republics  are  included,  similarly 
to  those  of  the  ussr,  in  their  national  bibliographies  (called  generally 
hnizhnaia  letopis’,  Letopis’  pechati,  etc.)  Titles  are  listed  mostly  in 
the  particular  language  of  the  republic,  often  giving  the  Russian  transla¬ 
tion.  Works  dealing  mainly  with  official  publications  are  rare  and  are 
limited  mostly  to  indexes  to  laws.  The  index  covering  the  official  collec¬ 
tion  of  laws  of  the  Russian  kederated  Republic  (Russian  sfsr),  also 
includes  decrees  of  the  Supreme  Soviet  and  basic  decisions  of  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Another  bibliographic  tool  which  separates  official  documents 
from  othei  publications  is  U  brains’ ka  Radians’ ka  SoQialistychna  Res- 
publika  1917-1967,  compiled  by  Mykyta  P.  Rud’  (Kii'v,  Naukova  dumka, 
1969). 

There  are  few  bibliographies  which  cover  publications  of  more  than 
one  federated  republic.  A  considerable  number  of  official  publications  of 
Soviet  Republics  are  included  in  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census’  Bibliog¬ 
raphy  of  Social  Science  Periodicals  and  Monograph  Series:  U.S.S.R., 
1950-1963,  (Washington,  1965),  under  individual  subject  classes.

AFRICA 


During  the  last  decade,  when  most  of  the  former  European  possessions 
achieved  independent  status,  an  urgent  need  for  bibliographic  control 
of  the  official  publications  of  these  new  countries  has  arisen.  In  indi¬ 
vidual  African  countries,  with  a  few  exceptions,  bibliographic  tools  to 
official  publications  are  rare.  Researchers  have  to  rely  on  occasional  lists 
inserted  in  official  gazettes  or  published  separately  by  government  print¬ 
ing  offices.  For  former  British  possessions,  the  Colonial  Annual  Reports 
(1946+  )  and  the  Blue  Books  include  lists  of  official  publications.  The 
Colonial  Reports— Annual  (1889-1940),  include  lists  mainly  from  1930 
to  1940.  Comprehensive  bibliographies  of  official  publications  for  indi¬ 
vidual  countries  or  for  certain  areas  or  groups  of  countries  have  mostly 
been  published  abroad.  The  Library  of  Congress,  during  the  post-World 
War  II  years,  has  made  a  serious  effort  to  provide  the  researcher  with  such 
bibliographies.  Similar  efforts  have  been  made  by  other  libraries  and 
centers  on  African  studies  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.

NEAR  EAST 


Changes  that  have  occurred  in  the  Near  East  in  modern  times  make  the 
search  for  official  documents  difficult.  Government  and  boundary 
changes  create  complicated  problems  for  the  librarian  and  especially  for 
the  cataloger,  who  must  make  entries  for  official  publications  reflect  the 
changes.  The  cataloger,  the  reference  librarian,  and  the  researcher 
must,  therefore,  be  well  acquainted  with  the  political  history  of  the  area 
and  with  the  changing  governmental  structure  in  individual  countries. 
Even  the  delimitation  of  what  area  constitutes  the  Near  East,  or  the 
Middle  East  as  it  is  often  referred  to,  has  undergone  considerable  changes. 

There  are  many  works  dealing  with  the  political  history  of  the  Near 
East.  Works  dealing  with  the  governmental  organization  of  individual 
countries  are  less  numerous.  The  following  general  bibliographies  in¬ 
clude  more  or  less  comprehensive  listing  of  official  documents  for  Near 
Eastern  countries;  some  also  containing  background  information  on 
political  developments  and  information  which  may  lead  the  researcher 
to  further  bibliographical  sources:

Official  publications  of  the  Chinese  empire  and  the  Chinese  republic 
before  1949  have  been  recorded  in  a  great  number  of  general  and  special¬ 
ized  bibliographies  or  catalogs.  In  the  early  1930’s  there  were  several 
catalogs  issued  by  the  National  Library  of  China  listing  holdings  of 
government  publications  in  some  libraries.  Also,  the  Bureau  of  Inter¬ 
national  Exchange  in  Shanghai  issued  a  list  of  official  publications  offered 
for  international  exchange.

A  considerable  number  of  bibliographies,  catalogs,  etc.,  concerning 
certain  areas  or  certain  fields  of  government  publishing,  were  issued  in 
China  and  elsewhere.  Of  special  interest  are  the  “gazetteers”,  i.e.,  records 
“of  all  important  facts  pertaining  to  a  limited  geographical  area  and  of 
all  significant  activities  occurring  in  it,”  19  such  as  changes  in  political 
boundaries,  local  government,  local  officials,  population  figures,  economic 
conditions,  etc.  The  gazetteers  were  compiled  as  early  as  the  third  cen¬ 
tury  A.D.,  generally  by  local  authorities  or  on  the  basis  of  local  govern¬ 
ment  documents.

States  and  territories 

Many  Indian  states  occasionally  issue  catalogs  or  lists  of  their  official 
publications.  There  is  no  comprehensive  checklist  of  Indian  state  pub¬ 
lications,  but  the  Indian  National  Bibliography  (Calcutta,  Central  Ref¬ 
erence  Library,  1958+  Z3201.A2I5)  does  include  a  considerable  number 
of  state  publications  in  its  classified  arrangement.  The  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress’  Book  Procurement  Center  in  Delhi  includes  in  its  monthly  Acces¬ 
sions  List,  India  a  substantial  number  of  Indian  state  publications.  For 
retrospective  research,  the  identification  of  state  documents  is  often  dif¬ 
ficult  because  of  extensive  changes  in  state  boundaries,  creation  of  new 
states,  mergers,  etc.  in  the  past.  A  thorough  study  of  the  historical  devel¬ 
opments  in  this  respect  is  therefore  indispensable  for  the  research  in  the 
official  documentation  of  Indian  states.  The  Statesman’s  Yearbook  (Lon¬ 
don,  JA51.S7)  and  other  similar  sources  contain  basic  information  on  this 
subject.
